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Fee System Stand 
Of Sheriffs Cheered 


For the second year the Georgia 
Sheriffs’ Assn. has gone on record as fa- 
voring abolishing the fee system with each 
sheriff to operate his office under a budget 
approved by the county commission. It 
called for vigorous support of the salary- 
budget bill submitted to the Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly this year. 


The bill itself called for a salary sched- 
ule ranging from $7,500 to $15,000 a year, 
depending on population. Fees collected 
still would go into the county’s general 
fund. thus eliminating the worst evils 
of the system as now practiced. 

The action is constructive. The sher- 
iffs deserve commendation and support. 
If their recommendations are adopted by 
the General Assembly, better law en- 
forcement would be the result. It would 
end some of the worst speed traps which 
have given the state such a bad reputa- 
tion among travelers. It would contribute 
toward ending operation of sheriffs’ of- 
fices for revenue purposes, a practice 
which tends to make law enforcement a 
racket. ee. 

By all means, the sh¢p/ffs should push 
vigorously for enact t of this legisla- 
tion for their own security and for better 
law enforcement. 

And once it is ended in sheriffs’ of- 
fices, why stop there? 

Why not go a step further and end it 
in all county and municipal offices? Such 
a development would mean better gov- 
ernment at all levels, more respect for 
law enforcement and public officials. It 
would give the public more confidence in 
the integrity of said officials and end 
their resentment against fee grabbers. 

It does no good to lash out at groups 
like the American Automobile Assn. for 
attacking the state’s speed traps. Evi- 
dence proves they exist and that they are 
equally as conducive to ill will of tour- 
ists as the clip joints along some of our 
highways. Both evils should be stamped 
out and ending the fee system would at 
least remove one of the temptations.

Federal School Aid Is 
Certain; Why Not Now? 


It would be a defeat of national pur- 
pose if Congress fails to take action at 
its present session on federal-aid-to- 
schools legislation. This is especially so 
in the field of construction of classrooms, 
in which the shortage grows more acute 
in certain areas with each passing year. 

But here we have a situation in which 
the Senate has passed a bill and the House 
another. Under normal procedure the 
bills would be sent to a conference com- 
mittee for reconciliation of differences. 
But the House Rules Committee in an 
incredible action has voted not to clear 
its bill for conference. Unless it is. re- 
versed, federal aid for school construc- 
tion is dead for this session. 

Efforts are being made to rescue the 
legislation, which has been overwhelm- 
ingly approved by House and Senate. 

Rationalization does not eliminate the 
fact that the nation indeed is facing a 
crisis in education—a crisis with which 
local and state authorities do not seem 
able to cope. Federal assistance is neces- 
sarv for the good of the nation. Reaction- 
aries in the House Rules Committee have 
acted arbitrarily and this must not be 
allowed to be final.

State Docks Expansion 
Paying Off in Trade 


Georgia led the Southeast in rates of 
g2in in world trading in the first quar- 
ter of 1960 compared with the same pe- 
riod in 1959.

These statistics certainly tend to jus- 
tify the expansion program at the Savan- 
nah state docks as well as improvements 
at Brunswick and Bainbridge. Chairman 
Robert C. Norman of the Georgia Ports 
Authority revealed recently that com- 
pletion of present plans will give Savan- 
nah “more facilities than any other eom- 
peting South Atlantic port.” 

Construction of Garden City berths 
and remodeling of the old Central of 
Georgia docks will more than double 
present facilities. Growth of export and 
import tonnage indicates all of them will 
be needed. Foreign trade has become an 
increasingly important aspect of the 
state’s economy and will become even 
more so with further development of our 
industrial base. 
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Kennedy’s Comment Is 
Rather Disappointing 


Sen. Kennedy now expresses hope that. 


he will win the Democratic nomination 
without a single Southern delegate’s 
vote. He probably will be accommodated. 


The statement was rather unexpected. 
He had been fairly well regarded in the 
South. Many recalled his friendliness 
from the time he sought the 1956 vice 
presidential spot. 

The young senator’s need for support 
in New York, Pennsylvania and California 
makes his barb understandable politically, 
if he is playing by the rule of win-at-all- 
costs. We are nevertheless disappointed in 
his tactic. We had not expected him to 
play the game by this rule. 

There has been enough prejudice in 
the last decade—racial, religious and re- 
gional—to last the Democratic Party for- 
ever. The attitude of Southern politicians 
on the racial issue has been unbecoming 
and hurtful to the South, laying it liable 
to national scorn. There have been signs 
that the South is moderating a little: cer- 
tainly efforts are being made, and the 
harshness of 1948, 1952 and 1956 is di- 
minished. We had hoped this election year 
would mark a time of some healing. 

But a concurrent moderating of re- 
gional prejudice is desirable and neces- 
sary. We are disappointed in Sen. Ken- 
nedy for using it as a tool, however in- 
directly.

FPC Moves Slowly 
When It Moves at All 


Atlanta Gas Light Co. has told the 
Federal Power Commission that it wants 
to reduce gas costs to customers and thus 
urges the FPC for an early decision in the 
pending Southern Natural Gas Co. rate 
cases to make it possible. 

The request certainly is valid. South- 
ern Natural is wholesale supplier for At- 
lanta Gas Light Co. It has raised rates 
several times in the past year under 
“bond” provisions pending a decision by 
the FPC on their justification. Meanwhile, 
the raises automatically have gone into 
effect and the Atlanta company is hav- 
ing to pass them on to its customers. 

This at best seems a weird way to 
protect the public’s interest. The principle 
of “pay now, decide later” puts an un- 
necessary burden on both the retail gas 
outlets and the consumer. It, of course, 
makes it easier for the FPC to grant in- 
creases—after they already are an ac- 
complished fact. But it also renders even 
more suspect the functions of the FPC as 
a protector of the public. 

The Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion has taken the lead in asking that this 
system of rate increases be ended. There 
is every reason for wholesalers to want 
this bond provision but it sells the public 
short. But 1f we must have it, somebody 
should put a fire under the cumbersome 
Federal Power Commission to stir it to 
action. No agency should need all these 
months and years to arrive at decisions. 
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Will Our PTAs Enter 
The School Debate? 


It is encouraging to see that the 
president of the Georgia Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers has written PTA presi- 
dents in the state urging them to look into 
what she calls the “school situation.” 

The president, Mrs. J. R. Pinson of 
Baconton, suggested the 1,300 local PTA 
leaders study Georgia laws relating to 
schools (and school closing) and the re- 
port of the General Assembly Committee 
on Schools, among other things. 

Local PTAs know best the problems 
of local communities, They should know 
best und be able to explain best the im- 
portance of schools in their separate com- 
munities, 

As late as it has become, there is still 
time in Georgia. Let us hope that Mrs. 
Pinson’s letter is a signal of an awakening

At the same time, he is saying 
that Adlai Stevenson is just not 
the type to carry the politicians 
with him in the election and that 
Stevenson cannot carry Texas 
and some of the other Southern 
states. 

This is not typical of Johnson 
but it is understandable, for he 
is being rejected for the Demo- 
cratic nomination because of 
prejudices he does not share and 
because of things he can do noth- 
ing about: his Texas origins, his 
tough-guy appearance and, oddly, 
because of the recent rise of 
Black Africa as a major factor in 
world politics. 

The African situation is sec- 
ondary but it illustrates how 
events beyond our frontiers in- 
fluence domestic political deci- 
sions. 

In the last four years, Africa 
has been very much in the news, 
with one predominantly Negro 
nation after another gaining in- 
dependence. 

Inevitably, this has been a 
source of considerable pride to 
Negroes in this country and of 
resentment against everything 
and everybody who has seemed 
to stand in the way of equality 


- for the Negro in this country. 


Accordingly, the nomination of 
a Southerner, even one who has 
put through the Senate the only 
civil rights legislation since the 


Roscoe Drummond 


Civil War, is repulsive to many 
Negro leaders in the large cities 
of the North. 

This is hurting Johnson person- 
ally and handicapping his cam- 
paign. Even those professional 
politicians in the North who ad- 
mire his political skill absolve 
him of prejudice against the 
Negro and even think he would 
be the best president of the lot 
are saying candidly that they are 
not prepared to risk losing Negro 
and labor union votes. 

Thus, while he has argued 
against religious prejudice when 
that seemed to be hurting Ken- 
nedy early-in the campaign, he 
is himself the victim of regional 
prejudice. And, ironically, this is 
coming from the North, which is 
always complaining about the re- 
gional prejudice of the South. 

What makes this all the more 
galling to Johnson is that reli- 
gious considerations are now 
helping Kennedy defeat him. 
Rep. Buckley of New York said 
last Sunday that he would urge 
the New York delegates to the 
Democratic convention to sup- 
port Sen. Kennedy. He did not 
argue that Kennedy would be the 
best president, though presum- 
ably he considered that point, but 
merely emphasized that “‘Kenne- 
dy is the only candidate who can 
help us elect our local ticket.”

Offer a Lesson 


WASHINGTON — Secretary Herter revealed 
the administration's dilemma when in effect he 


testified this week that the President's trips r 
abroad have been a great success and we are not going to have any 
more of them! He did not put it in quite these words but his mean- 


ing was clear. 


Using the language of diplom- 
acy, he said the United States 
“‘should return to traditional chan- 
nels and procedures of interna- 
tional contact.” 


Herter was putting the best 
possible face on two diplomatic 
setbacks resulting from adminis- 
tration mistakes. The mistakes 
were attending an unprepared 
summit meeting after the Presi- 
dent had long said he wouldn't 
and mis-judging the force of the 
Japanese riots. 

Where does this leave us? There 
is certainly no reason to take 
upon ourselves the blame which 
belongs to others. It was not the 
President who made a mockery 
of the Paris summit. It was not 
Eisenhower who refused to ne- 
gotiate on anything. It was Pre- 
mier Khrushchev who, after con- 
ferring with the President at Camp 
David with the knowledge that 
the U2 flights were being made, 
refused to negotiate in Paris after 
the U2 flights had been stopped. 

And it was not Eisenhower who, 
by any action of his own, made 
his trip to Tokyo impossible with

lessons which flow from the sum- 
mit which never met and from 
the ill-timed visit to Japan which

carefully examined. They should. 

In the interests of self-examina- 
tion and correction it is important 
to look at what went awry in the 
administration’s own planning for 
the Paris summit and the Tokyo 
visit. What we can learn from 
these events, I think, is this: 

1. The central mistake which 
was made by President Eisen- 
hower and by Secretary of State 
Herter was abandoning their pre- 
vious determination—from which 
John Foster Dulles never wavered 
—that the United States should not 
engage in a summit negotiation 
with the Soviets without thorough 
advance preparation, without suf- 
ficient advance agreement on one 
or more issues to make final set- 
tlement a likelihood. 

2. There can be a rational dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether 
the administration should have 
halted the U2 flights on the eve 
of the summit and the President's 
projected trip to Russia. But no 
case can be made for not serious- 
ly considering suspending them. 

3. Eisenhower should have ac- 
cepted respo for the 
flights because his +esponsibility 
was sb obvious that there was no 
alternative.

With a little electronic equip- 
ment scattered around in the 
basement or a room in the 
house, teen-agers are talking to 
fellow ham radio operators 
throughout the world. 


Some teen-agers are such 
avid hams that many an at- 
tractive girl finds herself sit- 
ting alone on the sofa on Satur- 
day nights. But this isn’t true of 
all hams. 


“There was a time when I 
put my radio hobby first,’ 
David Schiff (W4CLR) said, ‘“But 
not anymore. I like to date 
too.” 


There are times when the 
radio transmitters, antennas 
and tool kit come first, though. 
Such a time is Saturday and 
Sunday. 


FIELD DAY 


The Teen-Age Radio Club in 
Atlanta is to be at Stone Moun- 
tain, pitching camp and talking 
all over the world for a 24-hour 
period. The club is participat- 
ing in the annual Field Day 
for amateur radio operators. 


During this designated 24- 
hour period, hams will see 
which club or individual can 
talk to the largest number of 
hams over the world. 


The Atlanta Teen-Age Radio 
Club has beat two adult groups 
here the past two years. Which 
doesn’t prove that teen-agers 
can out-talk adults, but as 


David puts it, 
operate adults.” 


David says the club members

Pakistan Femmes ‘Not So Keew 


To Compete With Their Men

“A woman is a woman— 

wherever in the world she may 

live. There aren't so many dif- 

ferences as you might think.” 


As my sari-clad companion 
spoke it was difficult to realize 
that her home is _ half-way 
around the world and her soft- 
spoken English was learned at 
the Punjab University and not 
in an American public school. 


Our women in Pakistan,” 
she continued, ‘“‘wish most to 
be good _ houswives’§§ and 
mothers.

“In my country,” Attiya ex- 
plained, ‘‘the home is the cen- 
ter of all our activities. Children 
are very much disciplined at 
home. They still seek advice 
and rely on guidance from par- 
ents. We do not have so much 
freedom of the sexes. Adoles- 
cent boys and girls don’t meet 
each other—this is very impor- 
tant in our system. We do not 
have the problem of juvenile 
delinquency. Children and ado- 
lescents are still very much 
interested in the activities of 
the home.” 


I asked Attiya if marriages 
are still arranged. 


PLANNED MARRIAGES 


“Oh, yes,”’ she replied. ‘‘But 
they are not planned blindly. It 
is quite traditional to marry 
one of your first, second or 
third cousins. Usually we have 
met and talked to our future 
husband, though at the time 
we didn't know we would marry. 


“And. of course, there would 


be no marriage if the girl did 
not consent.

Attiya explained that for cen- 
turies the Moslem women of 
her nation have hidden their 
beauty modestly behind their 
veils. But today, after only ten 
years of independence, the new 
nation in the cradle of an an- 
cient civilization is offering 
women an opportunity to take 
an active part in its industrial 
zation. 


COMPLETE RIGHTS 


Legally and_ theoretically, 
the Pakistan woman has com- 
plete rights—to hold property, 
to divorce, to play an equal roie 
in marriage. She now has-the 
freedom to take up any career 
for which she is_ sufficiently 
educated. 


“Women in my country have 
made a great deal of progress,”’ 
she said. ‘“‘There are a few wom- 
en in every field of work and 
there will be many more as 
our women become educated 
for careers.” 


Attiya feels that, aside from 
their desire to be successful 
homemakers, Pakistan women 
want most to increase their 
knowledge and participate in 
work outside their homes for 
the betterment of their country. 
Many of the women are work- 
ing for charitable  organiz- 
ations without pay—many more 
than are working at careers. 


BIRTH PROBLEM 


“They are working in or- 
ganizations such as the Family 
Planning Organization of Pak- 
istan which recognizes’. the 
birth explosion problem. With 
the help of our government we 
are trying to help control this 
and many other problems—in 
every way we feel will effec- 
tively reach and educate the 
people. 


“‘We have so much to do in 
many ways that the area of 
volunteer work is by far the 
largest field for Pakistan wom- 
en today. And most of our ed- 
ucated women have domestic 
help so they have the leisure to 
devote to voluntter work. 


From Atlanta Attiya will go 
to New Orleans and then to the 
southwest and west coast be- 
fore returning to Pakistan. 


“We have a lot to learn 
from you Americans,”’ she said. 
‘‘Whatever you have today, you 
have worked for it. And you still 
work hard today.
